‘NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 21-90 
Governor O. K. Allen tonight claimed 
“stupendous victory“ for the late 
Huey Long’s candidates in Louisi- 
ana’s democratic primary as they 
piled up big majorities, principally 
in New Orleans, and called it posi- 
tive disapproval of the Roosevelt New 
Deal and its alphabetical slush fund.” 

His statement came after returns 
from 281 of the state’s 1,575 pre- 
cincts, all but 38 from New Orleans, 
gave Judge Richard Leche, Long fac- 
tion candidate for governor, 100,081 
votes to 38,498 for Congressman 
Cleveland Dear. anti-Long candidate. 

The Long candidates were leading 
elsewhere in the state with only scat- 
tered returns from country precincts. 
Many parishes (counties) announced 
the votes would not be announced un- 
til tomorrow. 

In sen- 
ate term of Long, Governor 0. A. 
Allen (Long) had 2.189 votes and 
Frank Looney (anti-Long) 1,188 votes 
in returns from country precincts. 
Irving Ward- -Steigman (independent) 
had eight votes. 

For the full six-year senate team, 
Allen Eliender (Long) had 1,854 
votes, Corgressman John Sandlin (an- 
ti-Long) 1,206. votes and Ward-Stein- 
man seven from 27 country precincts.

The anti-Long faction indicated 
they would have no comment on the 
situation until tomorrow brings more 

conclusive figures on the country vote. 

A little earlier Judge Leche had de- 
cla the vote so far indicated the 

“greatest landslide in the political his- 
tory of Louisiana,” adding that he 
Was srateful for the “complete vindi- 
cation” of the late Senator Long. 

The election today was marked by 
bloodshed, charges of “fraud” and a 
record votes as Louisianans wrote 
with ballots their verdict on the state's 
late “dictator.” 

Returns came in slowly from the 
country parishes, where balloting was 
still going on two hours after the 
regular closing time at 7 p. m. (At- 
lanta time). Attorney-General Gas- 
ton L. Porterie ruled that all persons 
inside the voting barriers at that time 
should be permitted to vote. 

Clear weather brought out a record 
number of voters and long lines form- 
ed at the precincts in many parishes 
throughout de day.

Group Meanwhile Turns 
Attention to Plans for 
Appropriating Funds 
for Payment to Vets. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.60 
An influential group in congress to- 
day contemplated a joint appeal to 
President Roosevelt to let the new 
bonus bill become a law without ei- 
ther signing or vetoing the measure— 
as permitted by the constitution. 

Without reaching a decision, they 
studied in the interim the question of 
appropriating funds for the huge out- 
lay. An apparently growing disposi- 
tion to a pending deficiency bill was 
tempered by doubts that an accurate 
estimate of the amount needed could 


be obtained in time. 


Proponents of a proposal to pay the 
bonus with new money indicated they 
would make the inflation fight when 
the appropriation effort was started. 

The bill itself spent the day in a 
pigeon hole awaiting routine house 


action to approve changes made by 
the senate yesterday in passing the 
bill by a stampede vote of 74 to 16. 
The house was scheduled to take final 
action, sending the measure to the 
White House tomorrow. 

Bill’s Provisions. 

As approved by the senate, the bill 
now calls for redemption in $50 bonds 
which the veterans ean transform 
into almost immediate cash by the 
simple process of presenting them at 
the windows of their local postoffices. 

What President Roosevelt will do 
remained unknown. A year ago when 
it was proposed that the bonus be paid 
in newly printed money, he rejected 
the idea with a personally delivered 
veto message, opposing not only the 
payment plan but also the idea of re-

SECRETARY ICKES 
FLAYS TALMADGE 


Cabinet Member Says 
‘His Chain Gang Excel- 
lency’s’ Word Not Good.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—()— 


Leading a New Deal counter-attack 
on Governor Talmadge, of Georgia, 
Secretary Ickes today termed the south- 
ern New Deal critic “His chain gang 
excellency,” and added that his word 
could not be trusted. 

In Atlanta, Talmadge. shot back: 
“Aw; he’s just one of them boondog- 
glers.“ 

Aroused by Talmadge’s criticism of 
the PWA wage scale and the ad- 
ministration’s work relief program gen- 
erally, the PWA administrator never- 
theless told newspapermen that “real- 
ly, I don’t pay much attention to any- 
thing his chain gang excellency says.” 

Shows Rising Ire. 

Ickes then revived his previous 
statement that “Talmadge’s word isn’t 
any good.” The sharpness of his 
word apparently betokened a rising 
administration ire over Talmadge’s 
anti-New Deal campaign in Georgia. 
Because of his frequent visits to Warm 
Springs,- President Roosevelt considers 
the state his “other home.” 

A campaign to obtain a solid Roose- 
velt delegation from Georgia to the 
democratic convention next June was 
organized by party leaders here last 
week after indications that Talmadge, 
who also has clashed bitterly with 
Harry L. Hopkins, and Thomas 
MacDonald, chief of the Bureau of 
Public Roads, might enter the state 
primary himself. 

Shortly after Ickes spoke the broad- 
cast division of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission adjourned for the 
day without taking action on an ap- 
plication involving the proposed broad- 
east of Talmadge’s speech before a 
gathering of anti-New Deal democrat- 
ie followers in Macon on January 29.

Social Security F unds Measure 


Started Through Congress Mill 


$58,204,100 Deficiency Bill Recommended to House by 
Its Appropriation Committee; Passage Expected 
Sometime This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
A bill carrying long delayed funds for 
the administration social security pro- 
gram today started rolling through 
the congressional mill. - 

A $58,204,100 deficiency bill, ree- 
ommended to the house today by its 
appropriation committee, contained a 
$42,664,500 item for social security. 
The appropriation failed of passage 
last session in the closing hour filibus- 
ter of the late Senator Huey Long, of 
Louisiana. 

The social 8 money 840. 
985,000 of it for matching grants to 
states —comprised approximately two- 


‘| thirds of the second supply bill of the 


session. 

House leaders proposed to pass the 
measure this week, after sisposing of 
the bonus question tomorrow. The 
senate intends to pass it, likewise, 
ahead of the independent office appro- 
priation bill, already sent it by the 
house. 

The $58,204, 100 supply bill figure 
was reduced from the $103,272,705 in 
the original measure of last session 
because only approximately half the 
time now is left to be financed before 
the new fiscal year beginning July 1. 

The social security and some other 
new activities have been conducted 
for months on a skeletonized basis. 

Saying the security appropriations 
were expected to be available around 
February 1, the committee told the

third and fourth quarters of the 1936 
fiscal year on state security plans ap- 
proved or during the February 1-June 
30 period. 

Provisions were not made for plans 
approved before the quarter in which 
they were submitted or before Feb- 
rnary 1, 1936. This, the committee 
said, will allo states with plans sub- 
mitted before February 1 to be paid 
commencing on that date if the plans 
were in operation at that time.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—A4)— 
President Roosevelt: plainly intimated 
he believed the supreme court had re- 
versed a twice-taken stand upholding 
the right of congress to limit the func- 
tions of courts. 

His comment coincided: with re- 
marks of two cabinet members ex- 
pressing sharp concern over the 
court’s processing tax decision in the 
Louisiana rice millers case which up- 
set the taxation rule of “pay first and 
litigate later.” 

Almost simultaneously, a White 
House “go-ahead” signal was given 
congressional advisors for introduc- 
tion of new farm-aid legislation to re- 
place the invalidated AAA for a two- 
year period. 

Bills amending the soil conserva- 
tion act and possibly appropriating 
$500,000,000, it was announced, will 
be submitted to both senate and house 
immediately to enable continuance ot 
crop adjustment and payment of fed- 
eral subsidies to farmers. 

Mr. Roosevelt's comment on the su- 
preme court’s refusal yesterday to re- 
consider its ruling returning $2UU,- 
000,000 in impounded processing taxes 
was made at a press conference. 

Challenges Justice.

Temporary Plan. 

“Provided further, that pending the 
next meeting of the general assembly 
of those states not having the state 
plan herein mentioned, and pendin 
the amending of the constitution o 
those states whose constitution pre- 
vents such participation, the social se- 
curity board is authorized to set up a 
temporary plan that will enable tem- 
porary participation by such state 
pending the setting up of the state 
plan. 

„2. We recommend that similar 
amendments be carried to each and 
every other title of the social security 
act, properly worded, to enable Geor- 
gia and other states similarly situated 
to have as much temporary participa- 
tion as may be legally possible pend- 
ing this qualification for full partici- 
pation. 

Talmadge Blocked Bill. 

8. We recommend that a copy of 
these resolutions be incorporated in 
the minutes of this conference, a copy 
ferwarded to the national social se- 
curity board, a copy furnished ai. oth- 
er properly related officials and a 
copy furnished the press.”

Rarely in history has there been 
a ruler with such lofty. ideals, de- 
votion to his people and who at 
the same time set so high an ex- 
ample as a loving husband, affec- 
tionate father and as a man of ex- 
emplary habits. 

It is no wonder that the death 
of such a man has brought keen 
sorrow to the people of the British 
Empire, and expressions of admira- 
tion and respect of all other coun- 
tries. 

While the symbolic head of the 
Empire, the structure of the British 
government makes the function of 
the king not to rule but to knit 
together and hold the balance be- 
tween the different elements of the 
far-flung nation. King George's 
conception of his duties and re- 
sponsibilities, and the dignified but 
courageous manner in which he car- 
ried them out, made him a pillar 
of strength to his government and 
his people during the epochal quar- 
ter of a century of his reign. 

His great love was for the sea and 
he regretfully gave up a continuous 
service of 15 years as a sailor to 
mount the throne. Quiet and re- 
served, it fell to his lot to rule 
during the most turbulent days the 
world has ever known. His abil- 
ity to adjust himself to the chang- 
ing times of the new era iff human 
affairs during and after the World 
War reflects the strength of char- 
acter of this universally beloved 
man who would rather have lived 
in the quiet of a ship at sea than 
in the glamor of a throne. 

The Prince of Wales, who ascends 
the throne as Edward VIII, is well 
qualified in his traits of character 
and by training and experience to 
assume the complex responsibilities 
of the titular head of the British 
Empire. 

His world travels have taken him 
to every dominion and dependency 
of the empire and he has won in 
his own right the affection and re- 
spect not only of his own people, 
but of those of the other nations 
of the world. 

He has inherited many of the 
noble characteristics of his lament- 
ed father and to them has added a 
genuine spirit of democracy, a pro- 
gressiveness and keen interest in 
the betterment of the condition of 
the masses and the underprivileged. 

During the past two years as the 
health of King George made it 
necessary for him to relinquish 
many of his duties, these tasks 
were taken over by the Prince 
of Wales and with them he as- 
sumed a new dignity while main- 
taining the charm of manner which 
has contributed so largely to his 
world-wide popularity. 

In George V the British Empire 
has lost a king who will be ranked 
with the ablest and most consci- 
entious rulers of the past century, 
and in Edward VIII has gained a 
successor who will carry on the 
functions of the lofty position in a 
way that will accelerate the advance- 
ment of the nation and the better- 
ment of the condition of all its 


people.

The fact that there has not been 
a single fatality as the result of a 
crash between automobiles in Col- 
fege Park in more than four years 
emphasizes that the staggering toll 
from which Atlanta suffers each 
year as the result of such accidents 
can be materially reduced if the 
autoists of the city are made to 
realize that the traffic laws must be 
obeyed. 

There is no mystery as to why 
there have been no auto fatalities 
in College Park. Autoists know 
that if they drive recklessly or too 
fast within the city limits of this 
near-by community they will soon 
be headed for the courts. 

With the same certainty of ar- 
rest in Atlanta, the annual death 
toll on the city’s streets would be 
half, or less, its present staggering 
size. 

Chief of Police Moore of College 
Park succinctly explains why there 
have been no aute ncbile fatalities 
in the community since 1931. 
„When autoists are not intelligent 
enough to drive carefully,“ he 
points out, we take care of 
them with strictly enforced laws 
—for instance, a negro went on a 
spree of reckless driving last year 
and badly injured a boy. That ne- 
gro is in the chain gang now.” 

In Atlanta reckless drivers stand 
but little chance of being arrested, 
and even if they are, they general- 
ly get off with a fine they are easily 
able to pay. 

More arrests and heavier sen- 
tences will revolutionize traffic con- 
ditions on the streets of the city. 
So long as the present Tiékaddisical 
enforcement of the traffic laws con- 
tinues the death rate will mount.

GALA DISHES TO CELEBRATE 
THAT FESTIVE EVENT. 

There are times for economy dishes, 
and times for quick, easily prepared 
meals, but there are, on every house- 
wife's calendar, red-letter days when 
the very best of her culinary skill is 
called for and appreciated. It may be 
a holiday, an anniversary, a family 
gathering or a.dinner for very special 
guests. Whtever the occasion, it is fun 
to achieve something really worth re- 
membering in the way of a feast, if 
only to show what a super-cook you 
can be when you put your mind to it. 

Of course there are all those special 
details of best linen and china, table 
decorations and so on, which indicate 
the special occasion. But the clever 
woman realizes that these, important 
as they are, are secondary to the 
“heart” of the affair, the. main dish 
at the feast. ‘ 

The gala dinner may be best 
planned, as other dinners. are, about 
the meat course. And here are some 
suggestions for meat dishes which may 
be counted on to highlight“ the oc- 
casion, 

One of these dishes, which looks 
very special and then keeps its prom- 
ise by tasting as good as it looks is 
a planked steak. 

Steak. 


Planked 
One porterhouse steak, 2 inches 
thick, 6 potatoes, 6 small tomatoes, 


small onions, cooked ; 3 slices: bacon, 


I egg, 1 small head cauliflower, 1-2 

cup’ bread crumbs, butter, parsley, 

minced, paprika, sugar, salt and pep- 
r. 


Trim the steak. Sear on both sides 
in a hot skillet or on the broiler. Broil 
or panbroil for about 15 minutes.. Oil 
a heated plank and place the steak on 
the plank. Arrange tomatoes stuffed 
with buttered bread crumbs, sprinkled 
with sugar and covered with. bacon, 
small cooked onions and cauliflower 
flowerets around the steak. Pipe a 
border of mashed potatoes with a pas- 
try tube and brush slightly with beat- 
en egg. Place the plank in the oven 
until the potato border is brewned and 
the tomatoes are tender. Take from 
the oven and spread the steak with 
butter into which finely chopped pars- 
ley, salt and paprika have been 
rubbed. 

Crown Roast of Pork. 

Slices of salt pork, 1 cup prunes, 
2 cups bread crumbs, 1 medium-sized 
onion finely cut, 1 cup diced celery, 
1-4-cup green pepper, finely chopped; 
l.cup meat stock, salt, pepper. 

Have the crown prepared at the 
market. Wrap the rib ends with salt 
pork to prevent charring. Season the 
crown with salt and pepper and fill 
with prune dressing. For the dressing, 
cook the prunes in water until tender, 
then drain and cut in small pieces, 
removing the pits. Add .the bread 
crumbs, onion, celery and green ‘pep- 
per, season with salt and pepper and 
moisten with meat stock. Place the 
dressing filled crown on a rack in an 


and-do not cover. Put in a moderate 
oven (300-350 degrees Fahrenheit) 
and roast until done, about three 
hours. To serve, remove salt pork and 
slip paper fills over the rib ends. 
Garnish the platter with fried apple 
rings and whole prunes. 

Steaks and roasts need not claim all 
the honors as main dishes for special 
occasions. Perhaps you or your guests 
like chops equally. well. Lamb chops, 
with mushroom dressing, are good 
enough for any royal repast. 

Stuffed Lamb Chops With Mushroom 
Dressing. 

Six lamb chops cut double thick- 
ness, 1 cup bread crumbs, 3 table- 
spoons chopped mushroom cape, 2 ta- 
blespoons butter, 1-2 teaspoon baking 
powder, 1 egg, 1 tablespoon milk, salt 
and pepper. 

Have a pocket cut in the chops. 
Season with salt and pepper. Make 
a dressing of 1-2 cup bread crumbs, 
mushroom caps browned in butter, 
baking powder and. seasoning. Stuff 
the pocket of each chop. Dip in egg. 
beaten in milk, and bread crumbs. 
Place in a moderately hot oven (450 
degrees Fahrenheit) and brown nice- 
ly on both sides. Add ‘a little water, 
covér and cock at a lower tempera- 
ture (300 degrees Fahrenheit) until 
done.

Oldest Active Painter in Georgia 
Working Here for Salvation Army 


John W. Barnett, 80, not only is 
the oldest man in the Salvation Army 
Atlanta Men’s home who is earning 
his own living, but also is thought to 
be the oldest active painter in the 
state. His companions at the home, 
on Luckie street, 65 per cent of whom 
are past the usual employable age 
limit, speak of his constant good hu- 
mor. 

The painter is of medium height, 
very thin, with bright brown eyes and 
blond hair tinged slightly with gray. 
He works happily, though he has 
known many hardships. 

He was born in Tuskegee, Ala., in 
1855, too late, he says, to do anything 
in the Civil War but hide from the 
thunder of big guns. An urge to see 
something more than pine woods and 
cotton fields made him into’a railroad- 
er, and for many years he worked 


on the lines between Montgomery and 
Mobile. 

He came to Atlanta in 1877 and 
learned the trade of wood finishing 
that he now practices on second-hand 
furniture given to the Salvation Army. 
He's lived here most of his life. While 
in Pittsburgh about six years ago, 
however, he fell from a ladder while 
hanging paper and had to stay in a 
hospital for four months. He said he

Budget Allocation Leaves 
Little Hope of Increases 
This Year. 


Salary cuts for school employes will 
remain at from 4 to 30 per cent, it 
was predicted yesterday following 
adoption of the 1936 finance sheet by 
city council. 

Non-school employes of the munici- 
pality have had salary slashés re- 
duced to where only 10 per cent is 
imposed against those making more 
than $100 a month, but schools this 
year will not receive appreciably larg- 
er sums than accrued to that depart- 
ment in 1935.

suitable homes. 
However, the cen- 
ter. of their do- 
main, so far as 
Rev. Russell. the government 
of Brazil is concerned, is at a point 
some miles out of the village of 
Dourados. 

The primary object of our trip to 
this — was to visit a mission sta- 
tion ated here among the Indians. 
At present there is a Brazilian medi- 
cal doctor and an agricultural expert 
stationed here. The American mis- 
sionary who opened up the work here 
six years ago has returned to the 
United States and due to a disease 
contracted here has not been able to 
return. The heat .is intense and liv- 
ing conditions are of the most primi- 
tive sort. 


Three Tribes of Indians. 


There are three tribes of Indians 
located here, the Terenos, the Guarany 
and the Cayua, and no sooner had 
word of our arrival spread through 
the woods than they began to come 
to the place where we had stopped. 
Some came on horseback, others on 
foot, some came alone and others in 
groups and soon a large crowd had 
gathered. At the sight of our cameras 
some of them began to clamor to hav.

If by chance the 
three absent member. should not de- 
sire to name a representative other 
delegation members presumably will 
designate someone from their districts 
to serve anyway, thus making sure 
that all of the ten congressional dis- 
tricts participate. 

Details of the committee structure, 
however, will be reserved for a formal 
announcement tomorrow. Senator 
George promised this would be avail- 
able by noon, The delay was prompted 
by the necessity of getting acceptances 
from those who will serve on the com- 
mittea. 

While there has been considerable 
discussion as to the desirability of a 
preferential primary, the reason 
adopted by the caucus today tends to 
end the argument so far as the dele- 
gation is concerned. The feeling back 
of the move was that a primary of- 
fers the best means of settling the 
issue of whether the people are sup- 
porting the President in the present 
attacks being made by Talmadge. 

A primary, it was also pointed out, 
will avoid any later necessity of or- 
ganizing county mass meetings pre- 
liminary to a state convention if Tal- 
madge forces should seek to send a 
hand-picked delegation to the national 
convention. 

May Be Long ai

That law, government attorneys 
say, set up the principle of pay first 
and litigate later“ in taxatiou cases. 
In other words, instead of legal re- 
straint of tax collection, taxpayers 
were required to pay their taxes and 
then sue for refunds. 


Order Tax Return. 


In the processing: tax decision, the 
supreme court held that the levies in

In discussing the supreme court’s

Official Sympathies.

Accompanied by Richard B. South- 
gate, chief of the State Department’s 
protocol division, the secretary of 
state went to the British embassy be- 
fore appearing at his own office. 

Above the tall Tudor chimneys of 
the embassy floated the Union Jack 
at the half - staff. 

After a few moments there, Hull 
carried the official sympathies of- the 
American public to the legations of 
Canada, the Irish Free State, and the 
Union of South Africa, the only do- 
minions represented here.

faithful member of the Protestant Re- 
formed church, by law established in 
England, and that I shall, according 
to the true intent of enactments which 
secure the Protestant succession to the 
throne of the realm, uphold and main- 
tain said enactments ‘to the best of 
my powers, according to law.” 


Although Edward automatically be- 
came king upon his father’s death, 
the formal coronation ceremony will 
not be held for more than year. 
Then the official period of mourning 
will be over. 


Queen Mary, now the queen mother, 
was said to be bearing up “magnifi- 
cently.” She broke down last night 
when her husband died. 


George's body was removed to the 
church after the king, accompanied 
by his brother, the Duke of York, 
now heir-resumptive, had left by air- 
lane for London. They were piloted 
y the new king’s private pilot. 

The king’s piper played a wailing 
lament as the procession moved along 
the church walk. Queen Mary and 
other members of the royal family 
went to the church by automobile.

Other 
English kings are buried there. 

May Fly to Country. 

It was understood King Edward, 
who is returning to Sandringham to- 
morrow, probably will fly if the 
weather permits. 

It was officially stated that King 
George, who was ill only for four 
ays, sat up in an arm chair for a 
time on each day of his illness. 

He was propped up in an arm- 
chair when he held the last privy 
council yesterday, signing the order 
in council on a portable table placed 
across his knees. 

Yesterday: morning the king sent for 
one of the high officials of his house- 
hold and spent some time in talking 
over matters of state. 

The propping up in the armchair 
was done under his physicidns’ in- 
structions, as he was able to breathe 
more easily in a sitting position. 


BALDWIN EULOGIZES 
LATE KING GEORGE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—(P)—~ 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, of 
Great Britain, in ap address broad- 
cast to the British empire and the 
United States, tonight eulogized the 
late King George V as ruler and man 
and called upon his subject to “sus- 
tain the young king.” 


Calling the late monarch a gallant 
ruler in “a raving world,” Baldwin 
— of his last hours at Sandring- 
am: 


“Each time he. became conscious it 
was some kind inquiry or kind ob- 
servation of someone, some word ‘of 
gratitude for kindness shown. 


“But we did say to his secretary 
when he sent for him: ‘How is the 
empire’—an unusual phrase in that 
orm. The secretary said: ‘All is well, 
sir, with the empire.’ The king gave 
him a smile and lapsed once more into 
unconsciousness, 

“During all that time . was 
that same love for his people, care for 
their well-being here and throughout 
the world. .. .” 

Sympathy For Queen. 

Of George, the ruler, Baldwin de- 

clared : 
_ “There was no respite for him dur 
ing those 25 years. The whole world 
has been in a state of commotion, and 
there never seemed to come to him any 
period when he could look ahead for 
two or three years and feel that all 
would be peace and quiet and noth- 
ing in the world to cause him or his 
people trouble. 

“The world has been what a great 
man of the sixteenth century called 
‘a raving world,’ and he played his 
part in it gallantly to the end.” 

Britain’s prime minister extended 
his deepest sympathy to Queen Mary 
——“the one who is left is really carry- 
ing the cross for the one who has gone 
before.“ 4 

He added: 

“We can best honor the noble mem- 
ory of King George by gathering 
round and sustaining the young king 
whom for so long we had delighted to 
know as the Prince of Wales. 

“God Save the King.“ 

“All eyes are on him as he ad- 
vances to his father’s place, and while 
he is no stranger to publie duty, he is 
now summoned to face responsibilities 
more onerous. more exacting and more 
continuous than any he has hitherto 
been asked to discharge. 

“He comes to them in the prime of 
his power and already known through- 
out the length and breadth of his em- 
pire. His great gifts of mind and heart 
he is now called upon te consecrate to 
his people. a 

“He inherits an example of kingly 
conduct, of virtue, of wisdom and of 
endurance. . . . 

“The young king knows the confi- 
dence we all repose in him. He knows 
that he commands not only allegiance; 
he knows that the understanding, the 
affection and the prayers of the 
countless multitudes of his subjects 
are with him at this hour. 

“May God guide him aright and 
may God save the king!”

They stayed for a half-hour service; 
then returned to Sandringham House. 


Tomorrow George’s tenants and the 
members of his household will be per- 
mitted to file past the plain oaken 
coffin. But they will not see his 
face, for the bier is covered. 


At the stroke of noon on Thurs- 
day, the body will be moved on a 
gun carriage of the royal horse artil- 
lery to Wolferton station, 2 1-2 miles 
away, for the trip to London. 


There it will lie in state at West- 
minster hall until Tuesday, when it 
will be taken with a full state pro- 
cession to Paddington station for the 
journey to St, George’s chapel at 
Windsor, last funeral rites and burial. 


King Edward VIII and other mem- 
bers of the royal family will follow 
the bier on foot from Sandringham 
to the little station Thursday, weather 
permitting. 

The late king’s company of the fifth 
territorial battalion. royal Norfolk reg- 
iment, will guard the special train to 
London; a group of grenadier guards 
will act as pallbearers, Beyond this, 
there will be no military display. 


NEW ORLEANS-ATLANTA 
MAIL PLANE MARK SET 


A new record for mail planes was 
established yesterday when a plane 
flew. the 429 air miles between New 
Orleans and Atlanta in one hour, 59 
minutes, averaging 216 miles an hour. 
The plane, carrying a full load of 
mail and two passengers, was flown 
by Pilot W. Whipprecht and Co-pilot 
D. G. Hendrickson. The plane left 
New Orleans at 1:20 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon and arrived at Candler 
field at 3:19 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

Far ahead of schedule the plane 
was forced to remain at the field here 
for mail and express before it took 
off for Newark airport. 

An Associated Press dispatch last 
night reported the plane landed at 
Newark airport two hours under the 
regular flying time, establishing what 
airline officials believed a_ record- 
breaking flight between New Orleans 
and Newark. 

The plane made the flight in five 
hours, 41 minutes, with stops at At- 
lanta and Washington. It carried 
350 pounds of mail and air express, 
and one. passenger, when it landed at 
Newark.

This simple, unaffected 
man of unimpressive appearance had 
reached the hearts of his people.

ime. 

It was not the first time that this 
small, round-shouldered man, who 80 
scrupulously kept within the limits 
set for him by the constitution, was 
roused to assert himself against the 
trivial passions of party politics on 
behalf of the people. A constitution- 
al monarch with but one simple pas- 
sion, one interest—the good of the na- 
tion. No one can define what that 
means today in England. It is im- 
possible to weigh his helplessness and 
his power in the-balance, or to assess 
his influence. But the people of this 
country and empire know that it was 
great and good. 

The king is dead. George V, our 
old king, is gone. A new king, Kd- 
ward VIII, reigns in his stead. The 
flag on the admiralty flies at half- 
mast, alt the flags at all the military 
stations at home and overseas are at 
half-mast, and the minute guns are 
firing. The end of an era. 

Will the old order pass? Will it 
give way to something new under this 
new king?

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NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 21.— Through the length- 
ening shadows of the afternoon they bore all that was 
mortal of Dan McGugin to his last resting place on the 
snow-covered slopes of Mt. Olivet cemetery. 

Slowly, solemnly and sorrowfully the lease cortege 
moved through the streets of Nashville with traffic po- 
licemen, standing ‘at attention at each corner, directing 
the long line of cars which stretched almost a mile. 

The man who made southern football. The man who 
became the most beloved coach in football, had passed on 
suddenly last Sunday evening, his heart failing.

Here was a man who made friends as could few men 
and who shackled them to him with bonds of loyalty 
stronger than finest steel. It is no exaggeration to say 
today that Nashville was a saddened city. 

There was an air of great reverence in the 
solemn chapel on the old campus with the statue 
of the old Commodore Vanderbilt not far away.

McGUGIN’S BOYS. 

Last night and today the old players recalled the old 
days wher they played for McGugin. 

“I never questioned him, said Jess Neely. If 

he had told us to charge a railroad train we'd have 

done so.

have my own father I'd like to have Dan McGugin 

to look after me.”’ 

McGugin had aided countless numbers of boys, finan- 
cially and spiritually. He had signed notes which, if totaled, 
would have reached large proportions. No boy ever asked 
him for help but that he got it. He never did a little or 
a mean deed. 

Pink Wade recalled how McGugin, never a brilliant 
speaker, got his teams on edge for winning great games. 

Fielding H. Yost recalled what a hot-blooded south- 
erner McGugin became when he left Michigan in the spring 
of 1904 to come south and coach at Vanderbilt. 

He used to fire up his boys to play my Yankees,” 
said Yost, so they were fanatical in their zeal.

McGugin’s father was in the long days of battle at 
Kennesaw Mountain, was captured near Decatur and later 
escaped from a prison train near Fort Valley; Ga., and 
made his way back to Atlanta and his own regiment.

The engineer officer, who won repu- 
tation as mentor of the pone ge of 
Tennessee eleven while serving there 
as an R. O. T. C. instructor, has 
been sought after for his athletie serv- 
ices since er some time ago to 
active duty in the Canal Zone. 

He would have been.prevented from 
acting again as a football coach under 
new War Department regulations for- 
bidding such activities on the part of 
commissioned el assigned to 


personn 
military service at civilian institu- 
tions. 


His retirement, effective January 
25, will de under the terms of a re- 
cently enacted law permitting officers 
with more than 15 years’ service to 
leave the army on a pension somewhat 
less than full retired pay. In his case, 
officers estimated, this will amount to 
about $2,000 annually. 

Neyland was graduated from the 
Military Academy in 1916 and has 
been in the service 28 years. During 
his training at West Point, he won 
the academy’s silver saber for supe- 
riority in athleti starring partic- 
ularly as a pitcher in baseball and an 
end in football. 

He served nine years as coach of 
the University of Tennessee eleven— 
from 1926 through 1934—during 
which time his teams were credited 
with having lost only seven games. 

His home is in Greenville, Texas.

Some of the projects already are 
finished, construction is under way on 
others, while work has not yet begun 
on many. The program calls for 8,376 
separate projects. 

Of the entire allotment, 38,607, 730 
comes under sport indirectly through 
expenditures on game, fish and birds, 
although all such monies eventually 
will aid the rod and gun sportsman. 

By far the bulk of the money— 

,463,429—has been allotted to 
parks, which include baseball and foot- 
ball ficads, etc., and various equipment 
for other sports and for the entertain- 
ment of boys and girls. on play- 
grounds.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 21.—(4)— 
William A. Law, head of the Penn 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, who 
was accidentally killed today in a 
hunting accident in South Carolina, 
was a former president of the Ameri- 
ean Bankers’ Association. 

He was a director of the Fidelity 
Philadelphia Trust Company, the 
Reading Company, the Philadelphia 
Electric Company and the Fire Asso- 
ciation of Philadelphia. 

He was born in Darlington county, 
South Carolina, the son of a Presby- 
terian minister and descendant of an 
old southern family. Law was educat- 
ed at Wofford College, Spartanburg, 
South Carolina. 

For seven years he was official re- 
porter of the seventh judicial circuit 
of South Carolina. 

For years, Law was president and 
chairman of the board of the First 
National Bank of Philadelphia, and 
he maintained many banking connec- 
tions while he was in the insurance 
field. 

He began his business career by or- 
ganizing the Spartanburg Saving 
Bank, of which he was the first presi- 
dent. Because of his success with 
that institution, he was made presi- 
dent of the Central National Bank of 
Spartanburg. 

In 1903 he moved to Philadelphia, 
becoming assistant cashier of the Mer- 
chants National Bank. 

Law was active in the founding of 
the South Carolina Bankers’ Associa- 
tion and held the presidency of the 
Pennsylvania Bankers’ Association in 
1910. For years, before he was elect- 
ed president of the American Bank- 
ers, he was on the executive council 
of that group. 

His widow, the former Miss Lucy 
L. Goode, of Savannah, Ga., and two 
daughters survive.
